and sales. The Council do not see any 
practicable way at present of further 
reducing expenditure and at the same time 
carrying on the work in an adequate 
manner to the satisfaction of members, 
but they and the Executive Committee 
continue to watch the position carefully and 
to do what is possible to avoid undue 
deficits. Whilst the situation is happily 
very different from that at the end of 1933, 
this fact must be an incentive to increased 
effort and not lead to any slackening of 
interest or support. 


On referring to the Balance Sheet, 
members will see that a considerable 
credit balance on Capital Account is shown, 
instead of a debit balance as in 1933^ 
This is due to a decision by the Council to 
close down the “50,000 Shillings" Fund, 
started several years ago mainly to raise 
capital for the publication and purchase 
of literature for sale. Over half the total 
aimed at has been received and utilised 
in this way during the period, and the 
Council arc* of opinion that in present 
circumstances there is no longer any need 
for this separate Fund. It has, therefore, 
been thought best to cease showing it as a 
liability, and in its new form the Balance 
Sheet undoubtedly presents the financial 
position of the Association more accurately 
than before. 


Guarantee Fund.— As indicated above 
the B.E.A. still depends for solvency largely 
on its generous Guarantors. It will be 
observed lrom the Revenue Account that 
the sum received from Guarantors in 1934 
was £253. So far as can be foreseen, at least 
a similar sum will be needed in 1935, and 
renewals of non-permanent guarantees, as 
well as the offer of fresh guarantees (from 
5s. upwards) will be sincerely welcomed. 

Motor Car. —The decision of the Council 

to finance the running of the motor car, 
which is essential for a large part of the 
propaganda side of the work, outside the 
ordinary revenue and in dependence on 
special donations, was eminently justified 
by results. It has accordingly been 
considered desirable to maintain the same 
principle in 1935, and the Council trust 
that even more members and sympathisers 
will contribute large or small sums to this 
special fund than was the case in 1934. 
Not only is it well to distribute the burden, 
but the more supporters there are for this 
part of the work the less risk there is of 


having to curtail activities if some 
individuals can no longer assist. 

A new car was purchased towards the end 
of the year, as owing to the recent legislation 
affecting commercial cars and their drivers’ 
hours of work it was considered 
impracticable to continue to use the existing 
car. The new one is of a very similar type, 
but ranks as a private car and is thus not 
subject to the rules. This purchase was 
effected without any abnormal charge to 
revenue, owing to the fact that a very good 
price was obtained for the old car and to the 
heavy figure for depreciation that had been 
set aside in 1933. It may be pointed out 
that similarly heavy depreciation will be 
chargeable in 1935 on the new car, if sound 
accountancy is to be maintained, and this 
is a further reason for asking for solid 
support to the Motor Car and Propaganda 
Fund, the special value of which is shown 
in a later section. 

In connection with finance, it is of interest 
to note the very admirable way in which 
members and friends of the Association 
voluntarily contribute to the funds. The 
donations of all kinds, i.e., direct donations, 
Guarantee payments, and contributions , to 
the Motor Car and Propaganda Fund, 
amounted in 1934 to a total of over £417. 
In 1933 the sums received were £382 in 
direct donations and Guarantee payments, 
and £72 for the Salaries Auxiliary Fund, 
or a total of £454 ; and there was also 
received in that year a munificent individual 

gift of £100 towards the deficit incurred in 
1932. Members will feel gratified at being 
able thus to continue the work of the 
Association out of their own resources. 
If further Guarantees or direct donations 
result in a total of £500 in 1935, the year 
should end in an even more encouraging 
position than that now shown. 

Propaganda. —By the use of the car the 
Propaganda and Education Secretary, Mr. 
M. C. Butler, was enabled to continue and 
extend his valuable work of introducing 
the language to schools of various types. 
He visited over 80 schools during the year, 
and addressed several thousands of boys 
and girls—not to mention many of their 
teachers. A large proportion purchased 
small textbooks, and it may thus be reason¬ 
ably concluded that information about the 
language was carried a good deal further 
than the school premises. This very useful 
side of the work has already led to important 
developments, and must be maintained at 
all costs, as it is of the essence of our 
“missionary" activities. 
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The car also enabled the officers to 
attend a number of Federation Conferences 
and other gatherings during the year. 
Group and Federation officials may here be 
reminded that the arranging of such visits 
depends largely on their own enterprise, 
and on the offer of hospitality to the officers 
wherever possible. Every request receives 
careful attention, and is complied with 
when practicable. 

The Manifesto on the Educational Value 
of Esperanto, issued in 1933 under the 
auspices of the Education Committee and 
signed by a number of prominent education¬ 
ists, was in constant demand in 1934, and 
had to be reprinted twice. All interested 
in this side of the work should have copies 
to distribute to friends in the educational 
sphere. The Education Committee itself 
carried on work during the year in various 
directions, including the organising of a 
most interesting meeting at the Hastings 
Congress ; and the sincere thanks of the 
Association are due to the Committee and 
its enterprising Secretary, Miss V. C. Nixon. 
This is one of the sections of the Association’s 
work that is largely unobtrusive, but none 
the less of much intrinsic importance. 

The Radio Committee also continued its 
work, and some of its members were active 
in disseminating information on Esperanto 
broadcasts among Groups and in other 
quarters ; apart from the capable editing 
by Mr. A. Venture, and latterly by Mr. A. C. 
Oliver, of the monthly Radio Bulletin 
Tra la Poŝto. The enterprise in this 
particular form has now ceased, as wider 
publicity has become possible through the 
columns of the enlarged British Esperantist, 
but the useful services rendered must not 
be forgotten, and in fact the Radio Com¬ 
mittee itself has assumed responsibility, 
through its new Secretary, Mr. E. D. 

Durrant, for the regular supply of 
information to the Journal. 

The Executive approved during the year 
a plan put forward by the Secretary for 
a competition in connection with the forth¬ 
coming Universal Congress in Italy. As 
a result 150 fresh members were enrolled, 
all of them being new students of the 
language. From these members, after 
an examination, two candidates (one of 
each sex) will be awarded free trips to the 
Congress. 

Mention must also be made here of a 
novel and effective piece of propaganda 
carried out during the year, in the form of a 
wireless broadcast, in and about Esperanto, 
from Radio-Luxemburg. This was organised 
by the Secretary with the approval of the 


Executive, but it was financed outside the 
Association and the cost, therefore, does 
not figure in the Accounts. The donors of 
the entire sum of £65 expended were 
entirely B.E.A. members, and the special 
thanks of the Association are due to them, 
as a large number of enquiries were received 
as a result of the broadcast, many books 
were sold, and several new members 
enrolled. 

The British Esperantist. —The Council 

found it possible to arrange for the enlarge¬ 
ment of this Journal as from January, 1935, 
and thus to give more scope for the insertion 
of news and other useful matter, including 
the Radio information mentioned above. 
The Editor, Mr. Butler, carried on -his 
difficult task in 1934 with his usual devotion, 
and the Council have felt glad to think 
that the enlargement of the Journal may 
to some extent render his work easier. 
The difficulty of deciding what to insert, and 
of compressing the matter into suitable 
dimensions, is not always appreciated by 
the reader. The Council are of opinion that 
even in its enlarged form the Journal should 
be regarded primarily as a vehicle of 
information for members and of propaganda, 
rather than a literary organ. The thanks 
of the Association are once more due to the 
Editor and to his collaborator, Mr. W. 
Severn, who has continued to be responsible 
for the very useful educational section of 
the Journal. 

Touring Department. —The Secretary was 
successful towards the end of the year in 
arranging with a well-known touring 
organisation for the B.E.A. to function as a 
sub-agency, and members can now obtain 
from the office, at short notice, pre-dated 
tickets for a wide variety of conducted and 
other tours in the British Isles and abroad, 
as well as for ordinary journeys partly or 
wholly on the Continent. It is hoped that 
considerable use will be made of these new 
facilities by our members and their friends. 

Congresses and Conferences. —The British 
Congress held at Hastings in May was 
greatly enjoyed by the participants, and 
sincere thanks are due to all concerned in 
its organisation, especially our Vice- 
President, Mr. J. J. Boutwood, who worked 
with conspicuous energy and efficiency for 
the success of the gathering. The great 
Universal Congress at Stockholm was 
attended by some 150 British Esperantists, 
62 of whom travelled in the official party 
organised by the Secretary — with 
consequent advantage to the funds, as 
elsewhere stated. Mr. Goldsmith himself 
acted as conductor of the party, and also of 


that in the month of July to Malo-les-Bains, 
where 30 B.E.A. members spent a most 
enjoyable week. 

During the year, in addition to the 
ordinary Federation Conferences, there was 
held at Swanwick a special gathering of 
Officers, Councillors, Local Delegates and 
Group officials, as previously reported in the 
Journal. A very useful exchange of views 
took place on the “Three Year Plan” and 
other matters, and it was decided to 
endeavour to arrange a similar conference 
annually. 

Correspondence Courses. —The Secretary 
of the.se Courses, the Rev. W. J. Downes, 
M.A., B.D., reports a year of encouraging 
work, especially in connection with the 
Preliminary Course devised sometime ago 
by himself to replace the one formerly in 
use. The number of correspondence tutors 
actively engaged is now twenty, and, as 
Mr. Downes has pointed out, they serve 
the movement well and at much sacrifice. 
He emphasises, however, that they gladly 
offer their unstinted services for another 
year, and that they deserve the sincere 
gratitude of the Association. The Council 
warmly endorses this merited praise, and 
would include in its scope Mr. Downes 
himself, as the devoted organiser and 
inspirer of the work. 

The Council strongly recommend this 
valuable instructional service to members 
and others who desire private tuition in the 
language,—a method of acquiring pro¬ 
ficiency that is particularly useful to 
isolated students. 

Examinations. —The grateful thanks of 
the Association are also due to the 
Examiners in the Elementary and Advanced 
grades for their continued voluntary services 
in this very useful capacity ; and to the 
Joint Examinations Committee, which 

carried out useful work during the year 
in revising the questions set to candidates. 
The number of entries for the examinations 
during 1934 was rather low, and the officers 
of Groups are asked to mention the matter 
to their members as occasion permits. 

The Royal Society of Arts again held 
Elementary and Intermediate Examinations 
in Esperanto. Thirty-seven candidates were 
successful in the Elementary and 28 in the 
Intermediate grade. 

Administration. —The sincere thanks of 
the members are due to the salaried officers 

for their efficient work during the year. 
That of Mr. Goldsmith in particular was at 
times extremely strenuous, and apart from 
his constant activity in routine matters and 
in the inauguration of fresh enterprises, he 


proved a very valuable servant of the 
Association, and the movement generally, 
in his capacity as a member of the Inter¬ 
national Committee of U.E.A. In this 
position he was able to be of signal service 
at Stockholm, and to play no small part 
in the reconstruction of the affairs of the 
central body. Mr. Butler's effective work 
as Education and Propaganda Secretary, 
and as Editor of the Journal, has already 
been mentioned, but it must not be forgotten 
that he has a still further post, viz., that of 
Librarian ; and this conserving and classify¬ 
ing of one of the best Esperanto libraries in 
existence, owing its status mainly to Mr. 
Butler’s own enthusiasm and constant 
application, is a side of the work that has 
world-wide significance. 

1 he staff was kept down to the minimum 
consistent with the proper functioning of 
the office, and it was necessary to put in a 
good deal of overtime during the year. 
The Council are grateful for the willing 
services of the junior staff. 

, The meetings of the Council and 
Executive Committee, and the names of 
those attending, are now 7 regularly recorded 
in the Journal, and the attention of members 
is called to such items, although it is not 
feasible to give more than a very brief 
outline of the varied and at times complex 
matters that are dealt with. 

Finally, the Council w'ould place on 
record their appreciation of the work of the 
Local Delegates, who, as the direct and 
responsible representatives of the Associa¬ 
tion itself as w 7 ell as of the U.E.A., are 
often in positions of importance in regard 
to the advancement of the cause. The 
utility of the self-imposed responsibilities 
of the Delegates is likely to increase as time 
goes on, and members in general are asked 
to support and co-operate witli these 
workers in the movement in every possible 
w 7 ay.

The Examiner’s Report on the R.S.A. Examina¬ 
tions in 1934 states : (Stage I.)—“It is surprising 

that marks should have been so often lost over 
comparatively easy words ... A less obvious 
difficulty was the correct translation of the 
inceptive verbs. These may be formed quite 
simply ... by the use of the prefix ek-, which 
occurred five times in the text . . . The translation 
into Esperanto produced most of the errors to 
which attention has been drawn in previous reports : 
uncertainty as to the use of the terminations -o, -a, 
and -e ; omission of the accusative case after 
transitive verbs and in adverbial phrases; its 
misplaced use before and after the verb to be ; the 
agreement of noun and adjective in number and 
case ; the reflexive pronoun si (sia) used as subject 
and qualifier, and omitted when it should have been 
used ; the retained tense in reported speech ; the 
imperative in requests; confusion between iam 
and unufoje, demandi and peti, viro and homo. . . . 
Kia and kiel were misunderstood by some. . . . 
Few knew' the names of the everyday articles 
mentioned in the first two sentences, or the correct 
use of da or antaŭ ol. . . . In the phrase before long, 
nearly everyone fell into the trap.” (Stage II.)— 
“It must still be emphasised that word-for-word 
adherence to the original text is incompatible with 
real translation.”

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4. PRONOUNS—(< continued ). 

Kies never varies, but when used with a 
noun it may be described as an Adjective 
(Possessive) Pronoun. 

(c) Adjective Pronouns (except certain 
correlatives*) agree with nouns. They 
partake of the nature of both adjectives 
and pronouns, and may be divided into 
four sorts. 

(a) Possessive Pronouns are those which 
relate to possession or property. 

Mia, my, mine ; lia, his ; ŝia, her, hers ; 
ĝia, its ; nia, our, ours ; via, your, yours ; 
ilia, their, theirs ; si a, his own, her own, 
its own, their own. 

(See Reflexive Pronouns, par. 4 b). 

Ili rompis lian vipon. They broke his whip. 
Si alportis iliajn leterojn. She brought 
their letters. 

Miaj amikoj. My friends. 

(See also -es series of correlatives, par. 23). 

(b) Distributive Pronouns are those which 
denote the persons or things that make up a 
number. 

Cio, everything, all things; cia, every 
kind of; ciu, everyone, each one; 
tiuj, all, all of the . . . 

(c) Demonstrative Pronouns point out 
the things to which they relate. 

Tio, that (thing) ; tia, that sort; 
tiu, that one ; ti tiu, this one ; tiuj, those. 

(d) Indefinite Pronouns are used in an 
indefinite and general manner. 

Io, something; iu, some one, anyone; 
ia, some kind of; iuj libroj, some 
(individual) books. 

4B. REFLEXIVE PRONOUNS. 

Reflexive Pronouns are pronouns that 
are used to reflect, or to refer to the subject 
of the Verb (par. 6). 

All Personal Pronouns of the First Person 
and the Second Person can themselves be 
used reflexively, but the only reflexive 
pronoun of the Third Person is si (himself, 
herself, itself, themselves, oneself). 


Si cannot itself be the subject. 

Li diris al si. He said to himself. 

Li sentas sin malfelita. He feels himself 
unhappy. 

Ciu birdo zorgas pri sia nesto. Every bird 
cares for its own nest. 

Mario amas sian patrinon. Mary loves 
her (own) mother. 

El ciuj siaj fratoj li estas la malplej saĝa. 
Of all his brothers he is the least wise. 

La hirundoj konstruas siajn nestojn sub la 
tegmento. The swallows build their 
nests beneath the roof. 


When pronouns of the First Person and 
the Second Person are used reflexively we 
repeat the pronoun which is the subject of 
the verb. 


Mi diris al mi. I said to myself. 

Ni vestis nin. We dressed ourselves. 

Vi amas vin. You love yourself. 

Note. —The word mem (self, selves, etc.) 
(sometimes a pronoun and sometimes an 
adverb) is not reflexive. It is used only for 
emphasis. 

Mi mem far is ĝin. I did it myself. 

Ne venas rato mem al kato. A rat does not 
come to a cat of itself (voluntarily). 


5. VERBS. 

A VERB is a word that tells of doing or 

being, or having. 

Mi laboras, I work ; Mi estas, I am. 

Mi havas, I have.* 

5a. TENSE is the form of the verb used to 

show time. 

i.e., PRESENT TENSE = Present Time. 

-AS -IS -OS 

Mi skribAS, I write, I am writing. 

(Present Tense). 

Mi skribIS , I wrote, I was writing. 

(Past Tense). 

Mi skribOS, I shall write. ( Future Tense). 


* The Correlative Pronouns ending in -ES never * “Having” is used here only in the sense of 
vary. Those ending in -O take the accusative “holding” or “owning.”
